Dear Landaff Community Members: 


Another year has come and gone, a year of challenges for the school system. One of 
the biggest for us as Board members is now to give our students the education they 
need to meet tomorrows demands at the best possible cost to the taxpayer. As Board 
members, our first responsibility is to the student and their needs. Then we try to 
meet these needs at the least possible cost, though not everyone agrees as to the 
means. 


There was a major change in the Blue School Teaching Staff in 1994-1995. Patricia 
Spaulding was granted a leave of absence for one year (1994-1995) to attend to 
personal/family needs. She was a dedicated teacher at the Blue school and the School 
Board recognizes her contributions to the education of our children and her many 
accomplishments as a teacher of our communities children. 


In 1994-1995 Jane Blais was appointed Head Teacher and Marjorie Godfrey was 
appointed as the primary grade teacher. I am pleased to welcome their enthusiasm 
and dedication to serve our children in an excellent manner this year. 


As Board members, we have become increasingly aware of the need for a Kindergarten 
program in our school system. Entering students without such Kindergarten 
experience demonstrate more serious learning problems. For the next year we are 
including a Kindergarten program (1/2 day) at the Blue School without additional 
costs. I know there are people who are saying "Here we go again". Our job as Board 
members is to recommend to you an educational program that we think is needed to 
meet the students’ needs. If we don’t do this we are not doing our job as Board 
members. And this is what we are doing. All three Board members agree that a 
Kindergarten program is needed, though not necessarily for the same reasons. 


This year our contract with Lisbon is up. The options are many, all the way from 
continuing the way we are to closing the school entirely. These options will be 
presented to you to decide at the Budget Hearing and Annual Meeting. We are 
recommending a renewal of the contract with Lisbon and sending at least the sixth 
grade to Lisbon. We feel Lisbon has come a long ways since our original meetings 
three years ago in planning for the future and meeting the needs of our students. We 
hope to continue to work with them to meet tomorrows challenges. 


It has been a pleasure, at times I am not so sure, to serve the Town of Landaff as a 
School Board Member. By all working together we can continue to provide a quality 
education for our children. We all need to remember, education is not only at school. 
The home plays a major role in the progress of a child. Every parent has to encourage 
their children to excel for us to succeed.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I am pleased to submit my third annual report as Superintendent of Schools for 
White Mountains School Administrative Unit #35. 


The 1994-95 school year has seen additional personnel changes with the retirements 
of Laura Beth Ramsey, Personnel Secretary (13 years of service) and Joan Thompson, 
Payroll Secretary (20 years of service). I thank each of them for their services to 
member School Districts and wish them well in the future. 


Our contracted services arrangement with the Littleton Hospital to provide 
Supervisory / Administrative Services for Food Services for all six School Districts 
ended on January 1, 1995. I wish to thank Norma Snyder, Director of Food Services 
for her excellent service to our member School Districts under this Contracted Service 
Agreement. Through the remainder of the 1995 school year "Cafe Services" have been 
hired as a contracted service to fulfill necessary duties as "Food Service Director". 


A major goal of SAU #35 has been to combine the market value of all six School 
Districts and SAU #35 itself to bid for services on a collaborative basis thereby gaining 
lower costs for each district. We have been increasingly successful via Business 
Administrator Lewis Mello’s efforts to achieve this ongoing goal. Major cost savings 
have been achieved in oil heating prices, insurance needs, computer purchases, etc. 


A second goal for education has been an emphasis upon Mathematics, K-12, including 
staff development / training programs and curriculum writing / guidelines, funded 
through federal grant monies focussed upon Mathematics. My plan is to begin to focus 
additional funds for staff development / training and curriculum writing in Science 
Education in the next two years. 


I am very proud of the achievements of Charles Thibodeau, Assistant Superintendent 
of Schools, Business Administrator Lewis Mello, Director of Special Education Kevin 
Eckerman and Chapter I/ Title I Director Jeanette Streeter in their efforts to save tax 
dollars and provide for excellent achievements in program improvements for School 
Districts. 


Our overall costs for SAU #35 member School Districts have been either reduced or 
demonstrate minor increases. 


In the next school year I plan on expanding our SAU #35 Local Special Education 
Alternatives to outside placements! In addition, we will be developing an Alternative 
School for students needing a different environment to succeed in school who do not 
have to be "coded" as Special Education Students. 


I repeat our first goal is to provide fiscal relief to member School Districts while 
leading Districts towards excellence in the educational experiences for all our 
students! I look forward to improving our services each year until we reach a level of 
excellence.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL EDUCATION 


It is with great pleasure that I write my second annual report to the citizens of the 
Landaff School District. My first full year serving your school district has been 
challenging and exhilarating. The challenges have included developing and providing 
appropriate educational services to students with a wide variety of disabilities, and 
doing this in a fiscally responsible manner. The rewards are found in assisting 
dedicated professionals rise to the challenge of meeting the broad spectrum of needs 
our students have. 


Last year I reported that the SAU #35 Districts were well on their way to including 
all students in their neighborhood schools. We continue to make progress. Inclusion 
is an ongoing process which can provide benefits to all students by increasing 
teachers’ skills in instructing students with a broader range of abilities. It is a 
challenge because it requires collaboration to find creative solutions within the 
resources of the school to meet significant needs. 


Inservice training is a key requirement for successfully educating students with 
disabilities in their neighborhood schools (Inclusion). I have presented two workshops 
at SAU wide inservice days and a four day seminar during the summer. Grant 
funding has enabled us to purchase training materials and allowed us to send several 
teachers to workshops throughout the state. 


During the 1993-94 school year we developed the SAU #35 Preschool Community 
Outreach Program. This was an initiative to meet the educational needs of children 
ages three through five in existing preschool programs. Through a grant we have been 
able to employ a preschool special educator this year to work with these programs to 
improve services to children with educational disabilities. There are 18 preschool 
students receiving services in preschool programs. Providing services early reduces the 
need to provide intensive services in upper grades. ) 


The PRIDE Program is the other major SAU #85 initiative to provide educational 
services in the local community. There are twelve students in PRIDE. Five of these 
students are being reintegrated into classes in their sending schools, four for part of 
the day and one all day. The PRIDE program staff provides supports to these students 
in their regular classes and collaborates with their teachers to build strategies to 
benefit all students. 


In addition to my efforts to provide support for District staff as they work to meet the 
needs of students with educational disabilities, I manage all out of district placements. 
Only two of the seventeen out of district placements were made by the Districts. The 
other fifteen placements were made by the Court at the request of DCYF. These 
placements require frequent court appearances and monitoring visits to the placement 
facilities. Three of these schools are out of state. Our teachers’ time is better spent 
working with the children in our communities. Court ordered placements require 
constant attention to insure that the Districts pay for only necessary educational 
services. 
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I look forward with enthusiasm and commitment to serving the students in SAU #35 
communities. I will continue my efforts to provide appropriate educational 
opportunities which will benefit the greatest number of students within the 
constraints of the District’s resources.

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STUDENT ASSISTANCE PROGRAM REPORT 


The Student Assistance Program experienced significant changes in 1994, primarily 
due to the resignation of Diana Webster, the Program Coordinator in June, 1994. On 
September 6, 1994, Rebecca Summers was hired to replace Diana as the new 
Coordinator. Rebecca has a Bachelor’s Degree in physiology and extensive experience 
working with Chemically dependant individuals, both as a Probation Officer and a 
Police Officer in Southern California. As the new Coordinator of the Student 
Assistance Program, Rebecca has brought an array of exciting new programs to the 
District, and increased the Student Assistance Program’s visibility dramatically. 


In an attempt to re-introduce educators to the concept of student assistance, the 
Student Assistance Program presented a five day intensive Core Team Training to 
educators in and around the SAU #35 School Districts. The training, which took place 
at the Red Coach Inn in Franconia, ran from October 17 through October 21, 1994. 
It was attended by over 30 teachers, administrators, and guidance counselors, and was 
positively received by all who attended. 


As a result of the above training, Core Teams were established at each school 
specifically to address the many and varied personal problems that students bring 
with them to school, including alcohol and other drug-related problems. The Core 
Teams, which are comprised of teachers, staff, and administrators serve as 
information gathering teams. provide training in the area of adolescent chemical 
dependency, and promote the Student Assistance Program through teaching other 
faculty and community members how to access and utilize the program. 


Throughout October and November, 1994, assessments were completed in each school, 
allowing students to identify their needs and request services from the Student 
Assistance Program. Approximately 40% of our students requested services. By 
November, numerous support groups were underway, and an after school teen drop-in 
center was established at the Student Assistance Program office, above the Post Office 
in Littleton. 


The Student Assistance Program is proud to be offering alternative activities for teens 
in the Littleton area. On December 1, 1994, the Student Assistance Program 
sponsored "Teen Night Out" a student planned and operated dance, at the Littleton 
Opera House which featured three live bands and a disc jockey. Many prominent 
community members helped to chaperon the event, and over $200 was raised for the 
program. For the 20 students who helped to plan and put on the dance, the event was 
an invaluable learning experience in the areas of planning, promotion, and fund 
raising. Future "Teen Nights" include a Valentines Day Bowling Party, a 50’s Diner 
Night, and a Teen Movie Night. 


The Student Assistance Program was pleased to be able to offer a new prevention 
program specifically intended to help young people raise their self-esteem and develop 
a positive self-image. Research shows that children with high levels of self-esteem are 
much more likely to make healthy, positive decisions for themselves. 


The new "I Am Special" program, which is being taught by Prevention Specialist, 
Arlene Soule, takes first graders through an enjoyable process of self awareness. The 
children create a book about themselves, identifying the many things about them that 
make them unique. In the pages of the book the children express these different ideas 
or qualities of theirs with words or art. They can enjoy the freedom of creating in a 
non-judgmental, encouraging environment, and take pride in sharing their 
accomplishments with others. 
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In November, 1994, the Student Assistance Program was fortunate to obtain the 
services of Melissa Coleman. Melissa, who was hired as a group facilitator, consultant, 
and counselor, will be providing services to elementary and middle school students. 
She brings with her extensive experience working with youth both as a counselor and 
program director. In addition to standard services, Melissa will be facilitating "The 
Challenge Course", and Developing Capable People" parenting course in the Littleton 
area. 


The Student Assistance Program is currently offering the "Pre-T-Fit" (Prevention 
through Fitness) program to female students grades 6 through 12. The Pre-T-Fit 
program, which was designed by Rebecca Summers, is a prevention program which 
utilizes a holistic approach to raise self-esteem and promote healthy life choices for 
adolescent girls. The program is designed to meet over an eight week period, for 90 
minutes, twice a week. Each class is composed of a 40 minute aerobic exercise/dance 
component, a 10 minute stretch and relaxation component, and a 40 minute 
education/discussion group. Topics for discussion may include, nutrition, eating 
disorders, substance abuse, self-esteem or stress management. 


Our goals for 1995 include to continue offering support groups to students throughout 
SAU #835; to facilitate a large group discussion of substance abuse, treatment, and 
recovery, with high school teens, using the recent movie "When a Man Loves a 
Woman" as a catalyst; to further develop and empower our Core Teams; and to 
continue and expand the program for next year.

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CHAPTER ONE REPORT 


The Chapter One program is serving the needs of seventy-nine students in grades one 
and two. Services are provided by six teachers, four of whom are certified in Reading 
Recovery. 


Chapter One has been the harbinger of the Reading Recovery Program to SAU #35. 
The program targets the bottom 20% of the class. Once students are discontinued from 
the program they are readers, along with the average in their class. Early indications 
are that these students score well in the State-wide testing program. 


Reading Recovery has also proven to be cost effective within the State. This year, 
eight students have successfully completed the program, a savings of $2,000., $5,000., 
or $10,000. per student to the local schools. Research indicates that a high percentage 
of students do not need further services such as Chapter One, retention or special 
education. 


July 1, 1995, Chapter One will become TITLE ONE. The goal of the IMPROVING 
AMERICA’S SCHOOL ACT OF 1994, Pl 103-382, Reauthorization Act is to HELP 
DISADVANTAGED CHILDREN MEET HIGH STANDARDS. It is described to 
"improve the teaching and learning of children in high-poverty schools, to enable them 
to meet challenging academic content and performance standards." 


How will the new regulations change the program in the schools? Reading Recovery 
is an early intervention approach that targets the lowest-achieving children in first- 
grade reading and moves them to the middle of the class once they are discontinued 
from the program. Thus, these students have the reading skills necessary to MEET 
THE HIGHEST STANDARDS described in the new Title One Regulations. The 
students becoming empowered to meet the HIGH STANDARDS Set forth by the local 
school district. With reading as a high priority goal in the district, there will be a few 
program changes under the new Regulations. It is anticipated that there will be a 
need for program reduction, based on the decrease of federal dollars at the local level.
